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Hospital governors desperate to 
keep hold of pathology services 


PLANS to privatise Pathology Lab services at Dorset 
County Hospital could leave local doctors and patients 
with a worse service - according to one hospital gov¬ 
ernor. 

The proposal, currently being considered, could also 
result in job losses. 

Morale at the department is already said to be at 
rock-bottom with some staff already voting with their 
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feet and looking for jobs elsewhere, while those that 
remain work on under increased pressure. 

“Every service or job that leaves our hospital is a 
danger to the future of DCH,” public governor Michel 
Hooper-Immins told the Foundation Trust’s Council 
of Governors. 

“Privatisers and centralisers have the capacity to 
damage Dorset County Hospital, with a steady drip of 
services and jobs to other hospitals and private com¬ 
panies,” he said. 

The hospital’s Pathology Services are to be put out 
to tender to identify a “potential alternative provider”. 

A staff briefing paper highlights the privately-owned 
South West Pathology Services at Taunton as the lead¬ 
ing alternative - “a centralised laboratory” which “has 
the capacity to accommodate the majority of work 
across the South West”.

Most of the testing work, from patients in Dorset 
County Hospital and from GPs in South and West 
Dorset would be sent to the private laboratory in 
Taunton for analysis, although a small “essential serv¬ 
ices laboratory” would be left at Dorchester, Mr 
Hooper-Immins told fellow governors. 

One of the briefing papers explains the rationale for 
considering centralising services: “Whilst it is recog¬ 
nised that our services work very hard to maintain 
their compliance with accreditation and quality stan¬ 
dards, recent inspections from both accreditation bod¬ 
ies and external reviews have highlighted areas of 
concern. There have also been underlying issues re¬ 
lating to the recruitment of appropriate staff to posts. 
All of these issues highlight the difficulty of running 
high quality pathology services within a small district

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BEN HITCHCOCK has, arguably, one of the most un¬ 
usual jobs in Dorset as one of just a handful of mas¬ 
ter tea tasters, or to give him his correct title - Tea 
Sourcing Manager. 

He is responsible for Dorset Tea, a 'robust and 
smooth' blend which is named after the county 
where it is selected, blended and packaged - the tea 
itself coming from Kenya, India and Ceylon. 

Ben, 50 this year, works for Spicers, now based in 
Wimborne who have been involved in the tea trade 
since 1934. 

It is a company which has its roots in Dorchester 
where 14-year-old Keith Spicer began his career in 
tea, joining the local business AG Tizard & Sons, tea 
specialists of South Street, Dorchester in 1923. 

Eleven years later he started his own business 
blending teas from the family home - spending the 
mornings making up the blends and then in the af¬ 
ternoon setting off on an old butchers bike to sell 
and deliver the tea within the local area. 

Later he bought his first motor vehicle with money 
left to him by his grandfather enabling him to reach 
customers all over Dorset and from there the busi¬ 
ness grew. 


■ WHEN did you join the company? 

I came to Dorset around 23 years ago having trained at Twin- 
nings as an apprenctice. 

■ WHAT made you decide on such an unusual career? 

Well, probably because it was unusual. I saw the job adver¬ 
tised as a trainee tea taster and thought ‘why not?’. I suppose 
in the back of my mind there was something nostalgic about 
it with relatives in the past who had worked abroad in copper 
and rubber. It felt quite good to, in a way, be following in 
their footsteps. 

■ AND what did you make of Dorset when you moved 
here ? 

I had lived in Hampshire so Dorset was the place where the 
motorway ran out, but it’s much more beautiful and I was 
knocked out by the coastline. 

■ HOW well do you know the county? 

Pretty well now. I’m a keen cyclist and I get out about once 
a week with my wife, or friends. We usually do a 35-40 mile 
route. I also run and like to walk, especially on the coast. 

■ TELL us about Dorset Tea - why did the company 
choose to name itself after Dorset? 

Dorset has a well-established food and drink heritage, there’s 
a lot of well-known manufacturers here now. We felt that 
people would immediately recognise the name and the qual¬ 
ity associated with it. The company is also very-much 
founded in Dorset and we’re proud of that heritage. It’s ac¬ 
tually a blend of teas from three areas - predominantly 
Kenyan Highland which has some of the best quality teas, 



from the eastern Rift Valley; from Assam in Northern India 
and Sri Lanka. 


■ SO do you get to travel quite a bit? 

Yes, it’s important to visit and establish a relationship with 
the producers and get involved with the care they take to get 
their tea to the market. Travelling is the best way to do that. 
Between myself and colleagues we probably get out about 
four times a year. 
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■ DO you have to protect your taste buds by avoiding 
certain things? 

When I was learning the older tea tasters used to tell me to 
avoid all sorts of things. There was a lot of quite specific in¬ 
structions about that and what you could and couldn’t eat... 
especially curry, but how they managed not to eat curry when 
travelling I don’t know. I will obviously be careful about not 
having anything with a strong taste before embarking on a 
tasting. For instance you wouldn’t want an onion sandwich! 

■ SO could anyone be a tea taster? 

Everyone really has a palate, the taste buds and olfactory sys¬ 
tem, there’s very few people who don’t - and most people 
could be trained to do it. But it does take quite a time to learn 
about the system of tasting and be able to work out the subtle 
differences we might be looking for. I spent years just listen¬ 
ing to people who really did know what they were talking 
about and trying to pick up on what they were telling me. 

■ WITH a developed palate does that ability affect 
what foods and other drinks you might like? Do you 
have any particular favourites? 

I have always loved beer and wine and good foods, but I 
would never buy the same wine twice. I like trying out dif¬ 
ferent ones. I wouldn’t even ‘hang my hat’ on a particular 
grape, or even grain. It’s the same with food, I just like ex¬ 
ploring different tastes. But we’re very fortunate in Dorset 
because of the sea and I love fish, especially those which are 
locally caught. Many people do stick to the same thing and I 
can understand that, but I would encourage people to try dif¬ 
ferent things, especially with tea. It’s so cheap really that if 
you try something new and you don’t like it, there’s little to 
be lost, which is why we’ve been holding a ‘tea amnesty’ to 
persuade people to trade in their usual tea and try Dorset Tea. 

■ IF YOU didn't do what you now do - would there be 
anything else you might like to try? 

I’ve been in tea for almost 30 years now and I still love it. I 
love the tastings and the evaluation and giving feedback, it’s 
really great; but if I was forced to look for something else it 
would be nice to be involved in sport in some way. 


■ WHEN you relax, what interests you, other than 
sport? 

I love restaurants and trying different foods and theatre is 
quite important to me. I li ke all types of theatre from the se¬ 
rious West End play to new plays which I can go to, and 
enjoy, with my children. I don’t really read enough, but when 
I do I tend to go for shorter novels, interesting biographies 
or occasionally even short stories. Often I’ll go back again 
to the classic novels of the past.

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'A monument of wasted resources' 

Prison closure blasted following £7million refurbishment

FOR sale - one town centre Victorian 
jail surrounded by houses and narrow 
roads. 

After the shock announcement that 
the county town’s prison is to close 
thoughts have started to turn to what to 
do with the site. 

Criticism of the way the closure was 
decided has come from the Prison Of¬ 
ficers Association and Dorset’s Police 
and Crime Commissioner, Martyn Un¬ 
derhill. 

The 150 staff at the jail have been told 
there will be no compulsory redundan¬ 
cies when the gates finally shut at the 
end of the year. An offer of voluntary 
redundancy has been made for those 
who do not want to move. 

Local MP Oliver Letwin said while 
there is concern for staff because of the 
uncertainty, it is good news that there is 
less need nationally for prison spaces. 

The MP is also looking to the future 
for the site: “There is a now an exciting 
development opportunity in Dorchester, 
which should provide jobs and wealth 
for the town,” he said. 

Alison Moore, who heads the cham¬ 
ber of commerce, has suggested that a 
hotel could be built on the site. 

Christian Lohez, who runs the Num¬ 
ber 6 restaurant immediately outside the 
prison gates in North Square said it 
would be good for the town if the build-

ing could be used as a tourist attraction 
or a museum. 

Philip Jordan, a long-term critic of 
West Dorset District Council’s plans for 
the town centre, says the closure deci¬ 
sion should mean the authorities putting 
their Dorchester Transport and Environ¬ 
ment Plan on hold and re-think the fu¬ 
ture look of the town centre. 

“Any reuse of such an important, cen¬ 
tral Dorchester site needs careful inte¬ 
gration including the access,” he said. 

The Police and Crime Commissioner 
is also upset that more than £7million 
has been spent refurbishing the jail over 
the past three years when an earlier de¬ 
cision about its future could have re¬ 
sulted in the money being spent 
elsewhere. 

Over £1.3million was spent on a med¬ 
ical centre, which opened earlier this 
year and a similar sum on a visitor cen¬ 
tre. The Ministry says the medical cen¬ 
tre is likely to be taken down and 
re-assembled at another prison. 

It was only in July that the Govern¬ 
ment said that Dorchester would be¬ 
come a resettlement prison where 
offenders are held close to their home 
prior to release. 

Mike Sear, Dorchester chairman of 


the Prison Officers’ Association said: 
“This prison will now stand as a monu¬ 
ment of wasted resources.. .The prison 
closure will see approximately £4mil- 
lion taken out of the local economy.” 

The prison was originally built in 
1880 and has an “operational capacity” 
of 260, which the Ministry of Justice in 
a report last year admitted was “very 
overcrowded”. 

Prisons Minister Jeremy Wright said 


Dorchester’s closure was decided due 
of concerns about the limited size of the 
site, which left little scope for develop¬ 
ment, and its layout. 

“This decision was not taken lightly 
and is in no way a reflection of the hard 
work and commitment of staff, nor of 
the prison’s performance...we will do 
all we can to offer support and ensure 
the prison continues to operate safely 
and securely in the run-up to closure.” 


Last chance to have your say on Shire Hall plans 


VISITORS will get a final chance to have a say about 
plans to transform Dorchester’s Shire Hall into heritage 
centre this weekend during the free Tolpuddle Martyrs 
Court open days. 

The multi-million pound plans, which have been led 
by West Dorset District Council and given initial sup¬ 
port and funding from the Heritage Lottery Fund, could 
see the Grade I listed building turned into a visitor centre 
with high quality exhibitions, education and training re¬ 
sources. 

Free entry to Dorchester’s historic Shire Hall, which 
houses the Old Crown Court and Cells, is on offer from 
Friday, September 13th to Sunday, September 15th. 

Robert Gould, Leader of West District Council, said: 
“Heritage Open Days provide an excellent opportunity 
to explore interesting buildings on your doorstep. The 


Old Crown Court and cells are fascinating, as they have 
hardly changed since Georgian times. Time has stood 
still, so when you visit you get a real sense of the past. 

“I hope people will come along, enjoy the history and 
also tell us what they think about plans to turn the build¬ 
ing into a visitor attraction. All views have to be made 
by September 15th, so the open days represent an ideal 
last chance to have your say.” 

A highlight of the open days will be short perform¬ 
ances from a new drama called “We Will be Free”, 
which tells the story of the Tolpuddle Martyrs. 

The performances, by Townsend Productions, will be 
given in the courtroom on Sunday at 2pm and 3pm. 
After each session there will be an opportunity to ask 
the actors questions. The performance is free. 

The Shire Hall in High West Street, Dorchester, will 


be open for the Heritage Open Days from 11 am to 2pm 
on Friday, September 13th and Saturday, September 
14th. On Sunday it will be open for tours from 11am to 
2pm and then from 2pm to 4pm the performances will 
take place. 

Heritage Open Days are part of a European project, 
called European Heritage Days, which takes place 
across 50 countries. Nationally, they are co-ordinated 
by the Heritage Open Days National Partnership, which 
involves organisations like the National Trust and Eng¬ 
lish Heritage. Locally the open days are run by a range 
of organisations, including West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil, civic societies, heritage groups and volunteers.

general hospital setting.” 

But Mr Hooper-Immins rejects the argument: “I be¬ 
lieve jobs must be retained in Dorchester and Dorset. 
Considerable disturbance to personal and family lives 
must follow from relocation to Somerset. The pro¬ 
posal would mean all samples, other than a few for the 
small laboratory left at Dorchester, would be sent to 
Taunton, presumably by road. This will add to traffic 
and pollution on the roads. What will happen in deep 
winter, when the 50 miles to Taunton are on icy or 
blocked roads? Has anyone considered the impact on 
GPs, for whom Dorset CCG has instituted twice daily 
collections from surgeries? This will double the num¬ 
ber of road journeys. Results must be delayed by send¬ 


ing them so far.” 

Governor Andy Hutchings said laboratory staff may 
not want to move to Taunton and it may end as an ex¬ 
pensive redundancy exercise for the trust. Governor 
Professor David Machin said such proposals are bad 
for staff morale and he opposed private medicine. 

Some governors spoke in favour of saving money 
by using an alternative supplier. 

Fran Leaper, from Dorchester, said it was difficult 
for a small hospital like Dorset County to keep up to 
speed with modern testing and a centralised modern 
laboratory would be more efficient. 

No vote was taken, but the council of governors will 
be kept informed of developments. The tender process 
is expected to take twelve months.

UP to 30 new jobs are being created with two new 
care facilities in Dorchester.

Owners can also have their 
pets' weight recorded by 
Lynne and kept on a dedi¬ 
cated report card to monitor 
any changes that occur over 
time. 

Lynne said: "People need to 
keep an eye on their pets' 
weights. 

"I'm not a vet and I don't 
mean to replace them. But if 
the owner and I find that a pet 
is over or under weight, or see 
an alarming change overtime 
then we can talk about it and 
see if they feel they should go 
to a vet or not. 

"It's just a way of keeping an 
eye on things and make sure 
owners are aware of their pets' 
weights. 

"It's a completely free service 
and no one will be under any 
pressure to buy certain types 
of pet food or anything like 
that. 

"I just have over 50 years'ex¬ 
perience with animals and 
think this is a good way to 
keep an eye on something 
that is quite important." 

It's not just dogs that can 
go on the scales. Although 
the device can measure up 
to 24 stones, cats, rabbits 
and even hamsters can all be 
checked out.

Boundary commission needs you 
to help create new council wards 


THE independent Local Government 
Boundary Commission for England 
is asking local people for their help 
to draw up a new pattern of council 
wards for West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil. 

Following a six-week public con¬ 
sultation, the commission has also 
announced that it is minded to rec¬ 
ommend that the council should have 
43 councillors in the future, five 
fewer than the current arrangements. 

The commission now needs infor¬ 
mation from people and groups 
across West Dorset to help it to pro¬ 
duce a new pattern of wards to ac¬ 
commodate 43 councillors. 

In drawing up new boundaries, the 
commission aims to deliver electoral 
equality for voters in council elec¬ 
tions so that each councillor repre¬ 


sents roughly the same number of 
voters. The review also aims to en¬ 
sure that the new council wards re¬ 
flect, as far as possible, the interests 
and identities of communities across 
the district. 

Max Caller, Chair of the Commis¬ 
sion, said: “The starting point of an 
electoral review is for the commis¬ 
sion to take a view on the number of 
councillors who should represent the 
authority in future. On the evidence 
presented to the commission, we are 
minded to recommend that West 
Dorset should have 43 councillors in 
future. 

“We are now asking local people 
and organisations to help us draw up 
new wards for the district. 

“As we develop the recommenda¬ 
tions, we will take into account local 


community identities as well as en¬ 
suring electoral equality for voters. 

“Your views will make a differ¬ 
ence. 

“We will carefully consider all ev¬ 
idence that is provided during this 
phase of the review whoever it is 
from and whether it applies to the 
whole district or just a small part of 
it.” 

Local people have until November, 
11th to submit their views.

Residents will have a further 
chance to have their say after the 
commission publishes its draft rec¬ 
ommendations in February 2014.

DORSET Wildlife Trust is inviting 
volunteers to a beach clean event 
at Wobarrow Bay on Saturday, 
September 15th to try and com¬ 
bat the major litter problems af¬ 
fecting the area. 

The trust says that nets, fishing 
lines, plastic packing straps and 
other plastic items kill approxi¬ 
mately 100,000 marine animals 
and one million seabirds every 
year around the world. 

Plastic pellets named nurdles 
and carrier bags are mistaken for 
food and swallowed, blocking di¬ 
gestive systems and causing star¬ 
vation, especially to juvenile 


animals and birds. 

There is concern for some of the 
unusual marine life visitors to 
Dorset beaches such as huge sun- 
fish and turtles as they can mis¬ 
take floating plastic bags and 
balloons for jellyfish, which make 
up part of their diet. Most plastics 
can take several hundred years to 
breakdown. 

Dorset Wildlife Trust marine war¬ 
den Melinda Fisher said: "Litter is 
an on-going problem and the 
next storm will bring a new wave 
of rubbish onto the shore. 

"Everyone can help out by join¬ 
ing in with beach cleans held on 


local beaches throughout the 
year." 

As individuals, we can all do 
some other simple things to slow 
down this tide of rubbish such as 
re-using bags and bottles, recy¬ 
cling where possible, not releasing 
balloons or Chinese lanterns and 
taking litter home or disposing of 
it sensibly. 

The beach clean at Worbarrow 
beach will take place on Sunday 
15th September at 10am and 
everyone is welcome.

Emma Selway, county council’s Road Safety Team, 
said: “We’d like to reassure volunteers that this is not 
a test of your skills and knowledge but an opportunity 
for you to benefit from free driver training and for us 
to learn how successful the course is in achieving its 
aims.” 

Hilary Cox, the county council’s Cabinet member 
for environment, said: “Living life to the full in rural 
Dorset means that many people rely on their cars for 
access to towns for social activities and health ap¬ 
pointments. 

“This scheme is designed to ensure that driving 
skills are refreshed. Having the opportunity to be as¬ 
sessed by an advanced instructor and being updated 
on changes to the Highway Code since passing the test 
is an opportunity not to be missed.”

5. Unsafe gas appliances can put you at risk of 
carbon monoxide poisoning, gas leaks, fires and 
explosions, Recognise the symptoms of carbon 
monoxide poisoning - headaches, dizziness, 
nausea, breathlessness, collapse and loss of 
consciousness. 

6. Check gas appliances for warning signs that 


they are not working properly e.g. lazy yellow 
flames instead of crisp blue ones, black marks or 
stains on or around the appliance and too much 
condensation in the room. 

7. Buy an audible carbon monoxide alarm for 
your home and make sure it is located near to 
your gas appliances in accordance with the man¬ 
ufacturer’s guidance.

Special Edition Celebrates 50 Years of the Porsche 911 


PORSCHE is celebrating a special anniversary of the 
911 sports car at the International Motor Show (IAA) 
in Frankfurt today with a commemorative 50 Years 
Edition - half a century since the iconic coupe made 
its debut in the German city. Appropriately, the spe¬ 
cial model will be limited to 1,963 cars. 

In 1963, Porsche presented the original model to 
the public. Since this first announcement - initially as 
the type 901 - the 911 has excited automotive fans 
across the globe. Porsche will unveil the limited edi¬ 
tion model to coincide with the 50th anniversary of 
the 911 at the IAA in Frankfurt, which opens its doors 
to the public on 12 September, 2013. 

Like the first coupe, the 911 50 Years Edition com¬ 
bines a distinctive silhouette with a rear-mounted, 
flat-six engine and rear wheel drive. Yet its efficient 
performance, active sports suspension and exclusive 
body styling add contemporary appeal. Over seven 
successive generations, the Porsche 911 continues to 
resolve apparent contradictions - such as between 
tradition and innovation and performance and effi¬ 
ciency - andhas become renowned as the quintes¬ 
sential benchmark sports car. 

This special anniversary 911 is based on the 911 
Carrera S, but is clothed in the wider body - 44 mm 
broader across the rear wheel arches - that is typi¬ 
cally reserved for the all-wheel drive Carrera 4 mod¬ 
els. The unique exterior styling is combined with 
features that have contributed to the 50-year success 
story of the car. For example, the Porsche Active Sus¬ 
pension Management (PASM), with special tuning to 
complement the increased track width, adds to the 


exceptional cornering dynamics.The car also features 
a sports exhaust system for increased emotional 
character. 

Powered by a 400 hp 3.8-litre flat-six engine, the 
911 50 Years Edition sprints from 0-62 mph in 4.5 sec¬ 
onds (4.3 secs with PDK) and can reach a top speed 
of 186 mph (185 mph with PDK). The NEDC Com¬ 
bined fuel consumption is 29.7 mpg (32.5 mpg with 
PDK), which equates to C02 emissions of 224 g/km 
(205 g/km with PDK). 

Giving a clear indication to the rear-mounted loca¬ 


tion of the flat-six power plant are bespoke chrome 
strips on the fins of the engine compartment grille. 
These are complemented with special trims on the 
front air inlets, and in a strip across the car between 
the rear lights. A further contemporary interpretation 
of 911 leitmotifs are the unique five-spoke cast alloy 
wheels whose style has been inspired by the so- 
called 'Fuchs'wheels, a legendary rim that was in fact 
a Porsche design and first fitted to the 911 in 1966. 
The new 20-inch diameter wheels are finished in matt 
black paint with machine-polished centres.

FORD has been building sales 
momentum through 2013, with 
the latest results for August 
stretching its market lead and in¬ 
creasing total vehicle sales and 
share. This puts Ford in pole po¬ 
sition heading into September, 
when sales increase significantly 
due to the registration plate 
change. 

According to the official sales 
figures from the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders 


(SMMT):

• Ford Fiesta tops the sales

• Ford Transit is the UK's third 
best-selling vehicle, ahead of 
most cars 

• Ford retail car sales and share 
up in August and for the year 
to date 


• Ford commercial vehicle 
sales and share up in August 
and for the year to date. 

Mark Ovenden, Ford of Britain 
chairman and managing director, 
said: "Industry sales have grown 
by over 10 per cent in the UK this 
year and Ford sales are ahead of 
this overall market growth. It is 
significant that private customers 
have driven up our share of more 
profitable retail sales, which ac¬ 
count for a higher proportion of 


registrations in the important 
September sales month." 

UK car sales are expected to 
total 390,000 in September, 
which, combined with the other 
registration plate change month 
in March, will account for more 
than a third of annual UK sales. 

The official figures released by 
the SMMT today show that total 
UK car sales in August were up 
10.9 per cent at 65,937, com¬ 
pared with August 2012. Ford car 
sales of 8,940 were up from 8,094 
in August 2012. For the year to 
date (end August) total UK car 
sales were 1,391,788 up 10.4 per 
cent compared with 2012, while 
Ford car sales for this period were 
197,933, up 11.8 per cent from 
176,999 for the same period in 
2012. 

Ford's share of retail car sales in 
August was up 0.2 percentage 
points at 11.3 per cent, compared 
with August 2012, and for the 
year to date retail share was up 
1.3 percentage points at 13.5 per 
cent, compared with the same 
period in 2012. 

Ford Fiesta was the UK best¬ 
seller in August with increased 
sales, compared with August 
2012. An indicator of how sales 
in August are affected by the 


proximity of September was the 
Ford Transit's third position in 
overall vehicle sales, ahead of 
most cars and four or five places 
up from its normal top 10 posi¬ 
tion. 

Sales success across the Ford 
car range in 2013 has seen the 
Ford Ka, Fiesta, B-MAX, Focus, C- 
MAX and Kuga all increase sales 
and share for the year to date, 
compared with the same period 
in 2012. 

UK Commercial Vehicle (CV) 
sales in August were up 10.2 per 
cent, compared with August 
2012, and for the year to date 


were up 4.7 per cent. Total sales 
of Ford CVs for the year to date 
were up 5.7 per cent, from 42,382 
to 44,823, and share was up from 
21.9 to 22.1 per cent, compared 
with the same period last year. 

Ford Transit leads the One 
Tonne, Two Tonne and 3.5-6.0 
tonne CV segments, its share of 
the one tonne segment boosted 
by the introduction of the new 
Transit Custom and theTourneo 
Custom. Ford Fiesta van also 
leads its segment by a clear mar¬ 
gin, taking a 60.1 per cent share 
for the year to date.

"At the moment, the scheme is being 
funded through grants from The Conference 
Trust and a fantastic sponsorship package 
from Inspired Home Improvements, and we 
are in the process of working to achieve fur¬ 
ther grants. 

"There is an awful lot in the pipeline and it's 
simply a case of the more grants we can ob¬ 
tain the more we can achieve in the commu¬ 
nity." 

The festival came in the same week as the 
club co-opted Allen Knott on to the board of 
directors as the club's new community direc¬ 
tor.

Stumpy off to spread 
the word again 

PORTLAND cricketer and Dorset coach Grant Neven is to 
make a second trip to Uganda next spring as part of the 
Cricket Without Boundaries (CWB) project to raise awareness 
to AIDS and to coach local people to play cricket. 

"Stumpy" as he is known in cricket circles took part in this 
year's visit but has been chosen as a team leader for CWB's 
2014 trip; a UK cricket development and AIDS awareness 
charity which is run almost entirely by the dedication and en¬ 
thusiasm of its volunteers. 

The charity has two main goals; to spread cricket through 
coaching children and teaching adults how to coach; and 
linking the sport to HIV/AIDS awareness and incorporating 
these messages into every day coaching sessions. 

As a volunteer, Neven has to raise a minimum of £1500 
which will cover the project costs which take place between 
February 23rd and March 9th. 

Since its formation in 2005 CWB has become one of the 
world's leading Cricket Development and AIDS awareness 
charities. It is dedicated to helping, educating and develop¬ 
ing local communities around the world through the spread 
and growth of cricket. 

Working primarily in Sub-Saharan Africa it has sent projects 
to Kenya, Uganda, Rwanda,Tanzania, Zambia, Botswana and 
Namibia. 

In the process CWB has coached tens of thousands of chil¬ 
dren in some of the poorest communities in the world as well 
as training several thousand adults to become ICC qualified 
cricket coaches. 

However, CWB is not just about sustainable cricket devel¬ 
opment. Of equal importance to the charity is the use of 
cricket as a tool in the fight against HIV/AIDS. 

In an area of the world where almost 25 million people are 
living with HIV/AIDS and around 2.7 million adults and chil¬ 
dren are infected each year, we cannot ignore the opportu¬ 
nity to combine sport with clear health messages for both 
coaches and youngsters. 

CWB's training sessions involve discussion and practical 
demonstrations of simple cricket and non-cricket related 
drills that deal with HIV/AIDS, both in terms of prevention 
and treatment.

Harris-Walker was first called upon 
when he denied Sam Higgins well 
struck dive with an equally good save. 

Basselle, a big, strong striker showed 
his worth soon after with a volley to 
the bottom corner that saw home 


gloveman Jamie Butler producing a 
fine save, before the Magpies'keeper 
produced another stunning stop from 
a Concord break away. 

He blocked Higgins' low strike with 
a strong right hand, before diving to 
his left to hold on to Collins'volley 
from close range from the rebound. 

Walker-Harris continued his heroics 
in the second-half saving acrobatically 
from sub Reece Harris, before denying 
Higgins'powerful right-footed effort. 

He then got down well to save Jason 
Hallett's header at point-blank range 
which went through King's legs. 

Watson thought he had put his side 
ahead soon after but was deemed off¬ 
side, but then was offered the oppor¬ 
tunity from the penalty spot. 

Rangers survived the final minutes 
to record their first win at this level 
and leave the Magpies rooted to the 
bottom. 

Manager Phil Simkin admitted the 
game had left his side stunned. 

"When we got the penalty I thought 


it was the change of luck we needed, 
but Ben hit the bar, they broke and 
scored from a free-kick and we've 
come away with nothing; I can't be¬ 
lieve it. 

"But that's been the story of our sea¬ 


son so far. We just don't seem to get 
any luck whatsoever and I don't know 
when it's going to change. 

On a brighter note he added: "Alan 
played exceptionally well and I also 
thought Aristide had a terrific debut."
